Tuberculosis Society 
Makes Possible Work 
Undertaken On Monday 


A series of tuberculin tests upon 
some of the pupils of the county 
School system was instituted at the 
high school on Monday by the 
county school and health depart- 
ments, assisted by local physicians 
and nurses in co-operation with the 
county Tuberculosis Association. 

The tests are made possible by 
the co-operation of the doctors and 
nurses, and by funds raised by the 
Tuberculosis Association in the sale 
of Christmas Seals at the last 
Christmas season. 


The tests this year were given to 


two hundred seventy-three high 
School pupils and sixty-one pupils 
of Placerville Grammar school, in- 
cluding pupils from the first grade 
and pupils from other grades. 


In addition, a number of first 
grade pupils of rural schools also 
were given the test Monday, al- 
though the number of these who 
were given the test could not be 
ascertained at this writing. 


Of the high school group tested, 
some had been tested for two years 
before, some had been tested in one 
year previously, and for some, this 
was their first test. 


The reactions to the test will be! 
noted on Wednesday and, in sunk 
cases as it appears necessary, a sec- 
ont test will be administered. Fur- 
ther study of such cases as the 
tests indicate such study is advid- 
able, will be conducted on Friday.

“Business Taxed Almost 
To Death,” Declares 
County’s Legislator

SACRAMENTO — Responding to 
the appeals of thousands of taxpey- 
ers and business men from all parts 
of the state your legislators in the 
assembly last week cut approxi- 
mately $4,500,000 from the budget. 
and if the economy bloc in the low- 
er house, consisting of both Demo- 
crats and Republicans, continues to 
amend the budget, further decreases 
will be made during the present 
week. 


Thirty-four of the thirty-six mem- 
bers of the minority group and 
some ten economy-minded members 
of the majority group, have voted 
somewhat consistently for a de- 
crease in the present budget, believ- 
ing that this is no time for increas- 
ed taxes and increased cost in gov- 
ernment. 


Your assemblyman has _ been 
Swamped with letters from all parts 
of the district Opposing increased 
taxes and opposing such proposals 
as the state health insurance plan, 
which would create an additiona] 
pay roll tax. Many of these letters 
come from leaders in the Demo- 
cratic party throughout the district. 
Judging from the mail we are re- 
ceiving we cannot but feel that we 
are right in doing all that we can 
to keep taxes down, Being a small 
business man ourself, we know some 
of the problems which we may 
have to face if certain new laws are 
enacted. We know that business is 
being taxed almost to death and 
that the property owner likewise is 
finding taxation hard to bear.

SACRAMENTO—Objections from 
the floor have resulted in holding 
up senate action on SB 280, by Sen- 
ator D. Jack Metzger, of Tehama 
county, which originally was design- 
ed to increase the salaries of the su- 
perior court judges in twenty two 
counties. 

Metzger brought the bill up for 
passage, but immediately there arose 
sO many objections that he allow- 
ed it to remain on file,

vision to increase the Salary of his 
Superior judge be stricken from the 
bill, and he offered an amendment 
to that effect. Senator Irwin T.

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TRAFFIC SURVEY 
RESULTS TOLD 


8-Point Report Adopted 
By C. Of C. Will Be 
Offered City Council 


An eight-point report, designed to 
assist in the solution of parking and 
other traffic problems in Placer- 
ville, was adopted Monday night 
by the Chamber of Commerce and 
will be presented to the City Coun 
cil for consideration. 

The report, containing seven rec- 
Oinmendations, was presented by A. 
H. Murray, chairman of a special 
committee on the survey, which in- 
cluded in its membership Dr. Lester 
B. Rantz, M. T. Kelly, Clarence 
Scheiber and Arthur Mart. 


In discussion by the chamber 
membership, an eighth recommend- 
ation was added to the report. 


The recommendations are: 


1. Place signs at the highway 
entrances of the city, which will be 
intended to solicit the co-operation 
of motorists in complying with the 
State law by reducing their speed. 
The committee felt that this might 
make it possible for the city police 
to devote less time to the control 
cf speed and more time to other 
problems. 


2. Erect a sign at the corner of 
Canal and Main Streets pointing the 
route to Sacramento. The present 
absence of any directional sign was 
Said to be confusing to many motor- 
ists. 

3. Endeavor to obtain from some 
larger community, the services of a 
police expert who might be better 
able to recommend practices which 
will be helpful in handling the lo- 
cal traffic. 

4. Park the local taxi, since an 
attendant is always present, in a 
fire zone, thus freeing one more 
parking space for the use of the 
traveling public. 

5. Clear vacant lots in the near 
vicinity of the business district for 
parking of the cars of business peo- 
Ple who drive their cars to and from 
work. Bridge Hangtown Creek to 
make use of the large area between 
the creek and the railroad tracks ber 
low Bedford Avenue, for parking. 

4G. Educate the local motoring 
public to the use of these secondary 
parking lots, to the end that Main 
Street parking spaces may be left 
for visitors. 

7. Use courtesy cards and con- 
sideration in citing traffic violat- 
ors. 

8. (This proposal was added in 
the general meeting) Either erect 
signs informing travelers that no 
all-night parking is permitted, or 
repeal the law against all-night 
parking.

Not that I think the country 
wants to go into another war, if 
there is one, but I do take it for 
granted that we’re violently sore 
(fanatical bund supporters except- 
ed) on the subject of Herr Hitler. 

Nor are congressmen from large- 
ly Italian districts a bit Hitleristic. 

And from legislative spokesmen 
of some German-American baili- 
wicks one hears scandalized expres- 
sions concerning Hitlerian doings— 
for a deal of the old-time German 
philosophy in the United States is 
outstandingly liberal. 

In the 1910’s quite a proportion 
of excellent Americans inclined a 
bit toward Germany as against the 
British. They were squelched, but 
it was done more or less by propa- 
ganda—they simply were outnum- 
bered. 

Now it’s different — barring the 
comparatively few bund-ites. 

We don’t like Hitler. We don’t 
hike his ways. We don’t like his mus- 
tache 
no fooling. We don’t like his treat- 
ment of the Jews. Or his treatment 
of the Catholics. 

We certainly didn’t like his grab 
of little democratic Czecho-Slovakia. 
Ve don’t like him in Latin America. 
And then, when he gobbled Prague, 
he scooped in $80,000,000 in gold 


there. Nobody wonders that Holland | 


and Switzerland are shipping their 
gold over here, to be buried in Ken- 
tucky. It isn’t doubted that he’d dig 
it up from there too, if he could get 
away with it.

the victim's health and accompany- 
ing danger of further spread of the 
disease. 


Recent experience in the care and 
treatment of tuberculosis show 
positively that if the ailment is de- 
tected early enough, it may be over- 
come by treatment and often with- 
out hospitalization. 


The early detection of the disease 
has been the objective of the series 
of tests such as this one, conducted 
in the schools during the past three 
years. All of these tests result from 
the generous support given the 
Christmas Seal sale each year in 
this county.

EFFECTIVE ON JULY 1

Every effort is being made, on 
the part of management, to meet 
these increasing costs and to keep 
the company in a sound financial 
condition.
